One of the things which were generally lost 
Sight of in the hurly burly and confusion of 
the Denver convention was the development 
of a serious faction fight in Ohio, the imevita- 
Ble result of which must be to give Taft the 
twenty-three electoral votes of his home 

state 

Last winter and spring, when the secretary 
of war was meking a preliminary campaign 
fe Ohio for the nomination, it became abso- 
lutely necessary to antagonize Senator For- 

aber. Most of this antagonism was due to 
the senator himself. He had chosen to line 
Amselt up against President Roosevelt on a 
number of the most important policies of the 
edministration. He was the solitary repub- 
Mean in the senate who voted against the 
raliroad rate bill, and the country at large 
a@mired the bravery of hie act, although the 
people did not sympathize with his views. 

Later on he led the fight in behalt of the 
negroes against the president, and Taft was 
drawn into the scrimmage merely because, 
@s secretary of war, he had executed the 
order of bis chief, although all of the impor- 
tant incidents of the Brownsville affair hap- 
pened while the secretary was away from 
the war department and while his duties were 
being performed by hie subordinates. The 
result was that Foraker fought Taft not be- 
cause he was unfriendly to the secretary per- 
sonally but because he found it necessary to 
hit at the president over the broad shoulders 
t the chief of the war depart t. 


Bad Blood Engendered. 

There was a he deal of bad blood engen- 
dered in the Qhio campaign which lasted until 
the Chicago convention. Senator Foraker, 
efter the convention, made -a public an- 
mouncement to the effect that he would sup- 
port the ticket. He is a good party man and 
ig not in the habit of bolting any action 
of the regular organization. e woulf@ have 
been less than human, however, if he had not 
repented the outcome of the Chicago con- 
vention, in which his own name was scarcely

He went to the 
senate as the result ofan agreement with the 
McKinley forces under Mark Hanna, it be- 
ing deemed best at that time, in order to 
Avoid a fight on McKinley in his home state, 
to placate Foraker, and this was done by 
promising him the seat in the senate about 


to become vacant. 


He fulfillied his pledges in every particular. 
Instead of fighting McKinley he went to the 
St. Louls convention at the head of the dele- 
gation and made the nominating speech. 
Later on he was a power in the campa len in 
Ohio and elsewhere, because whatever may 
be thought of his political methods, Senator 
Foraker is one of the most brilliant and 
convincing campaign orators in the country. 


Foraker a Thorn in the Flesh. 

During the whole of the McKinley ad- 
ministration, however, Foraker was a thorn 
in the flesh of the president and of Senator 

‘Hanna. He demanded a good deal and was 
particularly pertinacious in regard to the 
filling of small offices. He hed little or no 
influence in the state organization, but he 
Was continued in the senate because he took 
the ground that the original bargain held 
good indefinitely, so that the Hanna-Mc- 
Kinley people were in honor bound to prevent 
any opposition to him. 

With the death of Senator Hanna this con- 
dition of affairs was changed. Foraker be- 
came an important factor in determining 
who should be Hanna's successor. He made 
A bargain with Representative Charles Dick, 
Who became senator, and be and Dick had 
absolute contro) of the Ohio republican state 
‘Central committee. The two were dispos-

Arrest of Mrs. Horner Made. 
Justice Hawkins at once issued a warrant 
for the arrest of Mrs. Horner and gave it 
to Constable Hauger to serve, The con- 
stable drove out in a carriage to the Horner 
home, where he found Mre. Horner and Mrs. 
Simpson apparently awaiting his coring. 
Both of the women were perfectly calm and 
went to the justice's office. 

Constable Hauger turned over to Justice 
Hawkins a revolver which he said Mrs. Hor- 
ner had handed bim at the house. Mrs. Hor- 
ner wanted to tell her story, but Justice 
Hawkins refused to let her say anything 
until Roland Mills, her attorney, arrived. 
District Attorney George H. Firman of 
Patchogue ordered the release of Mre. Hor- 
ner on bali, and Justice Hawkins fixed the 
bail at $5,000, which was at once covered. 
Mre. Horner will appear for examination 
on Wednesday, and will then tell her version 
of what happened.

Simpson Shows Great Nerve. 

Dr. Simpson displayed remarkable nerve in 
making the journey fröm Northport to the 
Roosevelt hospitalin New York. He suffered 
intensely all the way to Long Island City and 
was pretty weak when he alighted from the 
tram and boarded a Thirty-fourth street 
ferry boat for Manhattan. A party of news- 
paper men met him as he got off the train and 
assisted him into the ferry house.

Ien’t that worth while?’ 

McCarty has never heard of Jean Valjean. 
He does not even know of William January, 
the Kansas City man who escaped from the 
federal prison at Leavenworth and was sent 
back while a petition with 87,260 signatures 
went to Washington asking for his pardon. 


His Return Is Voluntary. 
He knows simply that he was con- 
verted” recently at a Salvation army meet- 
ing in North Yakima, became convinced 
that it was bis duty to return to the prison 
from which he had escaped when on parole, 
and set to work earning money for his pas- 
sage.

This, he was told, would end his 
parole, and he fied the state,

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QUITS HER FAITH AND ORDER 


Sister Edith, Head of Episcopal 
Teachers, Joins Roman Church 


SURPRISE TO CO-WORKERS. 


She Follows Fourteen Men Who Have 
Changed Creed Recently. 


the Episcopal church in the renunciation of 
the Episcopal faith by Sister Edith, mother 
superior general of the Sisters of St. Mary, 
and probably the most noted woman in the 
Episcopal church. It wasannounc - 
ly yesterday that Sister Hadith had been bap- 
tised into the Roman Catholic church in Phil- 
adelphia last Saturday. 

Sister Edith’s conversion to the Catholic 
faith follows the resignation of fourteen 
prominent Episcopal clergymen since Jan. 1. 
For twenty years she has directed the work 
of the sisterhood at Peekskill, N. Y., and has 
euperintended the work of the numerous 
schools and the homes for children in thw 
order throughout the country. 

Mother Margaret Clare, the mother supe- 
rior provincial of the sisterhood at Kemper 
hall, Kenosha, western headquarters of the 
order, received from the east yesterday morn- 
ing official notification of Sister Edith’s ac- 
tion. She expressed great surprise at the 
withdrawal of Sister Edith, with whom she 
has been a life long friend. 

Blames a Young Chaplain. 

“For some time, said Sister Margaret 
Clare, a young chaplain has been working 
in the school at Peekskill, and we have 
learned that he was a teacher of Romanism. 
His teachings seem to have appealed espe- 
cially to the mother superior general, and to 
such an extent that she embraced the Roman 
faith. 

1 have not heard that any of the other 
members of the order who were associated 
with the mother superior have deserted the 
order for Romanism, but I can say for the 
members in the western province that not 
one of them will leave their faith to follow 
the mother superior. The great majority of 
the Sisters of St. Mary, east, south, and 
west, are loyal, devoted churchwomen of 
the Protestant Episcopal church. 

am in charge of the western district 
only and I know that among the sisters im- 
mediately under my supervision not one will 
go over to the Roman church.” 

In Chicago the news of Sister wdith’s re. 
nunciation of the Episcopal church came asa 
severe shock. There are only two sisters of 
the order at present in the city. They are 
Sister Jeannette and Sister Harriette Marie. 
in charge of the children's home at 213 
Washington boulevard. 

It is a deep regret.“ sald Sister Jeannette, 
who is head of the home ‘It is such a 
tender matter that I cannot discuss it. It 
came as a heavy blow to our little family 
here, and I would be exceedingly loath to 
talk the matter over evén with any of our 


clergy.” 


Influenced by Dr. McGarvey. 

It is believed by prominent members of the 
church in the city that Sister Edith’s conver- 
sion to the Catholic faith was caused largely 
by the withdrawal recently of the Rev. WiIl- 
iam McGarvey of St. Elizabeth's church of 
Philadelphia. At the time of hie renuncia- 
tion Dr. McGarvey was chaplain general of 
the sisterhood. 

It was pointed out that the Philadelphia 
pastor always had been a worker with Sister 
Edith and had been a source of great ingpira- 
tiqn to her work. The fact that she accepted 
the Catholic faith in Philadelphia also is 
believed to indicate that he exerted the in- 
fluence which caused her to withdraw from 
the mother church, 

Before entering the Episcopal church the 
life of Sister Edith is declared to have been 
as a closed book. None of the sisters of the 
order ever have learned the facts of her life, 
it ie said. She went to Kemper hall in Keno- 
sha in 1878; when the school, which had been 
under the direction of the bishop and other 
officials of the Milwaukee diocese, was for- 
mally turned over to the Sisters off St.)Mary. 

For eight years she remained in Kenosha, 
and then went to the mother house in 
Peekskill, where she later was named as the 
motber superior the order. 

Included in the schools of the sisterhood 
are Kemper hall, St. therine’s school, 
Davenport, Ie.; St. Gabriel's school, Peeks- 
kill, N. T.; St. Mary's school, New York; 
and St. Mary’s school, Memphis, Tenn. There 
are homes for children in New York, Mem- 
phis, and in Chicago.

PLANK ANGERS JAPANESE PRESS 


Tokio Papers Comment Sharply on the 
Democratic Declaration Against 
Asiatics. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 
TOKIO, July 13.—[Special.}—The Japanese 
press comments guardedly upon the exclu- 
sion plank introduced into the platform of the 
democratic party at the Denver convention. 
The plank is generally construed as directed 
against the Japanese, although its wording, 
as received here, is somewhbat general, refer- 
ring simply to Asiatic labor.“ 

That there is not a more genera! manifesta- 
tion of violent displeasure at the introduction 
of the plank may be attributed to the general 
belief here that the democratic party in the 
United States is not particularly sincere in 
this pronouncement, and that the clause was 
thrust into the platform mainly for the pur- 
pose of satisfying the clamorings of the labor 
party. 

Shimbun Scoffs at Bryan. 
The Nippon Shimbun, in an editorial, says 
it regrets that Bryan’s repeated defeats have 
turned him into a nere ranting agitator. 
The Tokio Asahi, whose position is typical 
of that of the leading journals, says: 
“We refrain from commenting at length 
upon the exclusion plank adopted by the 
American democratic party owing to the fact 
that what we might say would probably re- 
sult in fanning popular ill feeling against 
the United States. We wish, however, to em- 
phasize this one fact: that the attitude of 
the clause amounts to a denial of Japan's 
sincerity in various statements and protesta- 
tions which she has made to the American 
government relative to the emigration of her 
subjects to the American states.” 


English Paper Is Violent. 

The Ycokohame Japan Mail, the most in- 
fuential English journal in the islands, nat- 
uraily makes pro-British capital out of the 
lank. It devotes a full eolumn of its front 
page to an inflammatory article, quoting a 
portion of Representative Hobson's speech 
and drawing a direct connection between the 
two matters. 

The Japan Herald comments briefly, saying 
the wording and tenor of the plank has an 
ugly sound.

Poultry Raiser Says Concussion 
Destroyed Incubator Settings. 


WANTS PAY FOR LOST EGGS. 


War Department Doubts Justice of 
Claim After Long Inquiry. 


Fairhaven, N. J., July 18—{Special.}— 
This little village on the banks of the Nave- 
sink furnished perbaps the last department 
problem that William H. Taft, the repub- 
lican candidate for president, had to wrestle 


| /with during his term as secretary of war. 


The problem was one of poultry and eggs, 
and Gen. Luke E. Wright, his successor as 
war secretary, and all the bureau chiefs in 
the war department are trying to adjust the 
matter. The question has to do with the ef- 
fect of the concussion resulting from the 
fire of the great guns that guard the entrance 
to New York harbor on eggs in process of 
hatching. é | 

A. W. Handy of Fairhaven, who raises 
some of the finest chickens in all New Jersey, 
took the question up with Secretary Taft. 
He had several hundred eggs that were, at 
the time of the sham warfare in the forte, in 
incubators and under hens. The eggs were 
all ruined, and on investigation he found the 
loss of the prospective chickéns was due en- 
tirely to the shaking they got when the big 
guns were fired during the sham battle that 
was a feature of the coast artillery maneu- 
vers on the night of June 18. 


Chicks Destroyed by Concussion. 

Here is a copy of Mr. Handy’s letter to Sec- 
retary Taft: 

Fairhaven, N. J., June 22.—The Honorable Sec- 
retary of War, Washington, D. C.—Dear Sir: 
Kindly pardon the liberty I take in writing this 
letter to you, I am a poor man, have a large fam- 
ily, and as what I am writing about is the gov- 
ernment’s fault, I thought I would write to see 
what could be done in the matter. I am in the 
chicken business, and on May 20 last I set my in- 
eubators;, also my hens. The incubators held 120 
eggs each, for which I paid $5 a hundred. For 
the settings under the bens I paid $1 each. 

On the 12th of June I tested the eggs and found 
that one incubator bad ninety-three fertile eggs 
and the other eighty-seven fertile eggs in it. One 
of the hens had nine fertile and the other eleven 
fertile eggs. On Thursday, June 18, quite a large 
number of the eggs had pipped. That night the 
shooting of the sham battle took place and it killed 
all my chicks in the shell. Kindly let me hear 


. from you in regard to this matter. As I said be- 


fore, I am a poor man, and this means quite 3 
lose te me. XW. HANDY. 

Mr. Handy had no idea of the controversy 
he was stirring up when he wrote this letter. 
He thought the government, realizing it had 
injured his property, would quickly recognize 
the justice of his claim and pay for the 
ruined eggs. 

Red Tape Instead of Check. 

But Mr. Handy found out his mistake in 
short order. Instead of a check ‘by return 
mail the claim was referred to the officers 
in command of the fortathet caused the trou- 
bie and by them was r rred back to Wash- 
ington.

As the address is in the heart of China- 
town, the police scented a white slave 
case. Inquiry at the number failed to find 
the girl’s correspondent, 

Goes Away with a Chinaman. 

The next day the girl was taken in charge 
by the Young Women’s Christian associa- 
tion. At her suggestion Mrs. Barr, who is 
connected with the association, took the gir! 
to the Union depot to see if the man who had 
been corresponding with her would appear. 
While there Mrs. Barr left the girl in the 
waiting room to give attention to an aged 
woman who appeared to be suffering from 
an epileptic fit. When she returned the gir] 
had gone. 

Several persons at the depot saw the girl 
go away with a Chinaman. The police de- 
cided that the Mongolian, aided by the girl 
and the “old lady,” had played a clever 
ruse on Mrs. Barr. 

Celestial Calis for Trunk. 

The baggagemaster was then instructed 
to notify the police when an expressman 
would call for the girl's trunk. 

Last night a Chinaman, driving an express 
wagon, presented the check, at the baggage 
room. He was held until the arrival of De- 
tectives Havern and Fitzpatrick. When 
questioned about the trunk he said he was 
going to take it to his home. A white man, 
he said, bad given him the check and told 
him to keep the trunk until called for. 


GIRL OF FOURTEEN A HEROINE.

RATS CARRY LEPROSY GERMS 
AS WELL AS BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


Government Official Tells of New 
Scourge Which Threatens the Ports 
of America, 


Washington, D. C., July 13.—[Spgcial. J 
That rats carry the germe of leprosy is the 
discovery, made by Dr. George McCoy, assist- 
ant of the marine hospital service. He dwells 
at length on the subject in a report received 
by Surgeon General Wyman. 

The experiments were made in San Fran- 
cisco, where the government is assisting the 
state and city authorities in killing the ro- 
dents that are blamed for the appearance 
of the bubonic plague there more than a 
year ago. 

The danger lies in the fact that the disease, 
in the opinion. of Dr. McCoy, in all probabil- 
ity is tranemissible to human beings, and 
as leprosy is not a local scourge,but flourishes 
in the temperate almost as well as in the tor- 
rid zones, the menace to practically all the 
ports of the United States is equally grave. 
Rats infected with the disease and escaping 
from vessels from the orient putting in at 
New York or Philadelphia can spread as 
much of the disease as is possible in San 
Francisco. 

Experiments are being made to prove the 
transmissibility of the scourge. Several rats 
have been imoculated with the germs and they 
are now being carefully observed.

Benton Harbor, Mich., July 18.—{Spectal.]}—

an armed posse, which seeks to capture him. 
Gross, who suddenly became insane, is known 
to have firearms.

King Edward Starts Olympiad Before 
Crowd Which Fails to Come Up to 
Expectations—Athletes in Parade.

LONDON, July 18.—Rain interfered today 
with the opening of the fourth international

Olympiad by King Edward at the stadium at 


Shepherd’s Bush, and although it cleared off 
‘before the hour set for the formal ceremony, 
the attendance fell short of expectations. 

The seating capacity of the stadium is up- 
wards of 70,000, and while the covered stands 
contained sections which were well filled, 
there were many vacant spaces. In fact, if 
it had not been for the American and colonial 
contingents, which were there tovcheer their 
respective countrymen, and the sections 
around the royal box, wh were occupied by 
society, it would have bees a small affair so 
far as attendance was concerned. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock in the afternoon the 
royal box, which had been fitted up for the 
secommodation of forty persons, began to fill up, 
the early arrivals including the crown prince and 
princess of Sweden and their children, the crown 
prince and princess of Greece, the duke and duchess 
of Connaught, and the duke and duchess of Argy!!. 
A short time afterwards the playing of the national 
anthem by a band of the Grenadier guards an- 
nounced the arrival of King Edward, Queen Alex- 
andra, and Princess Victoria with their suites, 
who had been driven in state from Buckingham 

Desborough, chairman of the council 
of the British Olympic association, welcomed their 
ma jesties at the entrance to the stadium and pre- 
sented the members of the International Olympic

As the king entered the royal box a buglar gave 
the gates leading to the competitors’ 
quarters flew open, and the athletes marched out 
under the banners of their respective nations.

Eight years ago William Jennings 
Bryan was nominated for the second time 
‘as the democratic candidate for president, 
In the New York delegation to this con- 
vention were Richard Croker, represent- 
ing Tammany, and Patrick McCarren, 
representing Brooklyn. In the Pennsylva- 
nia delegation were James M. Guffey and 
James Kerr. In the IIinois delegation 
were John P. Hopkins and Roger C. Sul- 
ivan.

Most of them represent it 
now. Where were they when Bryan 
received his third nomination for the pres- 
dency? Charles Murphy stands in Crok- 
er's place. He gave a sullen delegation 
to the candidate in exchange for the vote 
which deprived Patrick McCarren of his 
seat in the convention. 

Guffey was overthrown and Kerr put in 
his place. Roger C. Sullivan was opposed 
to the last moment when he cast the 
fifty-four Illinois votes for Bryan. Mar- 
tin wes absent. Daniel was there, but 
was not heard from. Tom Johnson and 
D. J. Campan came and were defeated. 
Tillman, Bailey, and Culberson were ab- 
sent. David B. Hlil and John Sharp 
Williams were absent. 

One could call the roll of the demo- 
cratic leaders of the states essential to 
democratic success and the responses 
would be as those from the shattered 
remnants of a regiment cut to pieces. in 
a disastrous battle, revealing three among 
the dead, missing, or injured to one pres- 
ent or accounted for. 

It was a convention of new faces. One 
was justified in looking about for the 
sign: “This Place Has Changed Hands.”

A HARVEST OF CANDIDATES. 

It is an amazing crop of candidates 
that has sprung from the soil of political 
ambition under the genial influence of the 
direct primary law. It will be interesting 
and instructive to see whose hopes come 
to maturity and whose are blighted. 

The testing begins with this campaign, 
But it does not end there. In fact, the 
normal working of the new machinery 
will not be attgined till several campaigns 
have been passed, and the result of the 
first trial is sure to be less conclusive than 
any. For this reason the publi¢ will do 
well to reserve judgment, being neither 
unduly elated at such of the results of the 
election as seem fortunate nor unduly cast 
down by its evil effects.

THE BOULEVARD LINK. 

The first two conferences concerning 
the boulevard link will be held today in 
the office of the board of public improve 
ments.

But there should be no failure to bear 
all sides and to consider all interests, ar- 
guments, and points of view.

The authorities will 
do serious wrong unless such due con- 
sideration is assured before decision is 
made. 


FOURTH OF JULY MUSIC, 

The mayor of New York, in making ar 
rangements for a patriotic celebration of 
the Fourth of July, issued an order that 
the -bandmasters in the various parks 
should conduct a two hours’ program of 
nothing but the national anthems. Tue 
mayor's intention was patriotic, but he 
was obliged to modify his order when he 
found that this country has not a sufi- 
cient stock of national anthems to last 
two hours. It was at last settled that na- 
tional anthems in general might be played, 
which gave the bandmasters free range 
over music of that kind from the Mar- 
seillaise ” to the Wearing o the Green.” 

Had Mayor McClellan studied the mat- 
ter more closely he would have known 
that the national anthems of this country 
would not occupy two seconds in playing, 
as it has none that belongs to it. All that 
it is using are begged, borrowed, or stolen. 
We have some rather stirring lyrics relat- 
ing to the revolutionary war, the war of 
1812, the anti-slavery crusade, and the 
civil war, but those are not national 
anthems. They are only reminiscences, 
and they disappeared with the events 
which inspired them. The south clings in- 
sistently to two— Dixle and “My 
Maryland —but Dirie ia a northern 
darky mimstrel song and My Maryland” 
an old German students’ song. The 
“Star Spangled Banner” waves to the 
tune of un old English drinking song, 
“Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean” is 
but Britannia, the Pride of the Ocean 
over, “America” has done duty 
for more than e century in English and 
French courts, and “Yankee Doodle” 
comes from no one knows where.

at least of owning a national hymna. No 


one can assall the right of Great Britain 
to “God Save the King,” of France to 
the Marseillaise,“ of Germany to the 
„Rhine Watch,” of Austria to Papa 
Haydn's mperor's Hymn,” of Russia to 
the setateliest choral of them all, God 
Preserve Thy People,” of Holland to 
„ Wilhelmus van Nassouwe,” of Switzer- 
land to the “ Rang des Vaches,” of- the 
Danes to “King Christian Stod.“ Even 
the Turks and the Chinese lay claim to 
original anthems.

Gathering on Machine. | 

Just why those persons who have an at- 
tachment on their machine for gathering 
should object to gathering on the machine is 
a mystery. It certainly is quicker and easier 
than doing it by hand and no stroking is nec- 
essary z there is when the gathering is done 
by hand. A can be easily and pret- 
tily gathered if the proper method is used, 
and it is by far the easiest. First lengt 
the stitch and then tighten the tension. For- 
merly the popular method was to loosen the 
tension, but this is not nearly so satisfac- 
tory as tightening it. With but little prac- 
tice one can learn to gauge this tightening 
until but little after pulling up is necessary. 
This method throws the pulling thread to 
the upper side, so that @ coarser spool of 
thread here is desired. To loosen the tension 
means that a quantity of superfluous thread 
in the shape of looped stitches will be left, 
and this ls a waste of cotton. 

The stitches should be lengthened accord- 
ing to the length which you wish your gath- 
ers to be. If you wish to have fine gathers 
the stitch need not be lengthened at all.

Reports of injury to the growing grain 
were accepted with reservation by the finan- 
clal community last week, and the situation 
does not seem to have reached the point 
where unmistakable and serious damage has 
occurred. Nevertheless, a horizontal advance 
of Sc a bu within a week calls for careful 
consideration. 80 far speculation and the 
scanty supplies in second hands have proba- 
bly played a bigger part in the rise than 
crop deterioration. It was noteworthy to- 
day that corn closed lower. 


Buying for London Account. 

The stock market neglected grain move- 
ments. The appearance of fair sized buying. 
orders for London account at the opening of 
business in Union Pacific and a limited num- 
ber of the international issues promoted quick

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 

Western range cattle season was opened today 
when two trainloads of steers, heifers, and cows 
arrived from Montana. These cattle, although 
three weeks ahead of the usual time for the grass 
fed stock from the ranges, were of exceptionally 
good quality, and brought much higher prices 
than a ago. Of the const ent 319 steers 
sold at $6.10, while 876 heifers ught $5.50, and 
127 cows cleared at $4.50. A local house received 
notice that another trainload of cattle was on the 
way here from Wyoming, and should arrive in 
time for Tuesday's market, while two trainloads 
were on the road from Montana, due to be here 
on Wednesday. 

About 1,000 head of Texas cattle were received 
and sold at weak prices, owing to the demoralized 
condition of the market for the native steers. 

The Farmers and Drovers’ Journal’s British 
cablegram said that moderate offerings of Amer- 
ican steers on the Liverpool markets were meeting 
with an unsatisfactory demand at slightly lower 
prices for the cheaper cuts.
